Pacific Railway has erected at Montreal, Winnipeg, and Vancouver a striking bronze memorial group, depicting 
in larger than life size an Angel of Victory bearing the body of a Canadian soldier upward towards perfect peace, 
These statues were simultaneously unveiled on Friday, April 28th, His Excellency Lord Byng,.the Governor Gen- 
eral, officiating at the Montreal celebration. ‘ 

: At the'same time was unveiled the bronze tablet. illustrated above. ixAct duplicates of this tablet were 
also unveiled at all important points.on the 0. P. R. A ibe: between the Atlantic and the Pacific, as well as 
at its American, European and Asiatic offices. The tablets are about five feet in width, and were designed by 
Archibald Pearce, of the O. P. R. Chief Engineer’s Department, Montreal. The vessel on the left represents 
H. M. 8, ‘‘Lion,’’ Admiral Beatty’s Flagship at the battle of Jutland, and that on the right the Canadian Paci- 
fic Steamship ‘‘Empress of Russia,’’ which was engagéd through the war as a fast cruiser, and later as a trans- 
port. Beside her stands a standard C, P . R. locomotive and train as having just brought in battalions ready to 
embark for overseas service. The soldiers in the centre’ represetits all-arms of the service, The base of the 
statues bear the same legend as do the tablets. ,

Some people can afford to live in ease without work, | 
but they are not many. If persons:are not industrious they cannot succeed. | 
They must practice economy. They can save enough money to get one | 
month ahead of tlieir salary, and they can easily do it if they make up their 
minds.. They would find it was just as easy to live one month behind their 
salary as if was to live one month ahead of it if they would but make up their 
minds to-do it, There must be industry and economy and with these would 
come optimism, confidence and prosperity.

The Strange Power of Snake-Charm-

department head of one of ‘the civil 
departments of Government, witness- 
ed. 

The writer had seen several exhibi- 
tions of Nawab Sahib’s skill when the 
latter had gone out into his garden 
and gathered up corbras and deposit- 


ed them in a pot without the use of} 


any musical instrument. He simply 
concentrated. his gaze on the snake 
and then picked it up and placed it 
in the pot. Afterwards he drew the 
poison fangs from the serpents and 
gave them to fakirs and beggars who 
made a_ business of so-called snake- 
charming. Nawab Sahib did not give 
demonstrations for money and he 
practiced no flummery in capturing 
wild snakes.

away in the grass. This was duly 
consigned to, the pot. “Number one! 
We had the compound to search, and 
did not stop to extract fangs or to 
tease the cobra and. make it sit up 
and expand ifs hood.

Apart from the actual capture, it 
takes some skill to persuade an angry, 
venomous snake, held aloft by the 
tail, to go into a dark pot!

CUTTING DOWN | 
PRIZE MONEY AT 
COUNTRY FARS|| 


Prize money ‘that. may be of- 
fered at the rural’ fairs this year 
is being definitely restricted: ac~ 
cording to recommendations that 
were framed by a committee of} 
the fairs association: that met in 
Calgary and “later in Edmonton 
‘this spring. The amount of money 
that will be contributed by the 
provineial government to the fairs 
has been cut down by one third 
in the provincial estimates. this 
year and the brunt of this comes 
on the small faits, since the re= 
duction does not apply to the A 
and B circuits at all’ For some 
time there has’ been an effort to 
cut down the ‘number of fairs -be- 
ing held .in the province, ‘and 
especially those where it was felt. 
little: return. was given for. the 
amount of public money spent. 

The committee was according 
ly given the task of making sug* 
gestions as to how. this might be} 
accomplished, and have first ofall 
‘classified the hundred of more’ 
fairs into A,B,C,D, and FE, and the 
changes apply to the last' three 
classifications. 

The chief change will be that it 
will be impossible to give more 
than one prize on one animal 
and the maximum.has been set as 
follows: In. C. class, the max- 
imum for horses-and cattle will be 
$153 for sheep and swine, $8. In 
D. class the maximum will be $10 
‘for horses and cattle, and $5 for 
sheep and swine, In E class the 
maximtims are $8 and $4. The 
D and E class fairs) may. be ad- 
vanced to a higher grade as soon 
as the conditions warant, 

The ‘government will not pay 
grants. on classes. for groups 
where the animals have already 
been shown in single classes, ex- 
cept in two horse teams and no 
prize should be offered for special 
breeds of horses in harness. 
General purpose classes for horses 
are discouraged also.as this class 
of horse is considered only. a 
misfit. 

A revised prize. list has been 
prepared under the direction of 
the superintendent of fairs and 
institutes, Alex Galbraith, which 
will be sent out to all the associa~- 
tions as soon as printed: _ :
